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Council considers multi-million pound moves 

Town library could 
find a new home in 
Recreation Centre 


MAJOR redevelop¬ 
ment proposed for 
Bridgend 
Recreation Centre 
would see the town 
library moved there 
from Wyndham 
Street. 

The reference library 
at Coed Parc would also 
be moved to the same 
site. 

The scheme entails a 
comprehensive reconfig¬ 
uration of the facilities 
to be provided at the 
complex. Two options 
are being considered but 
under both, the squash 
courts and the Planet 
Play area will be demol¬ 
ished and not replaced. 

There is also a ques¬ 
tion mark over some of 
the indoor bowls facili¬ 
ties. The council’s pre¬ 
ferred option would see 
the number of indoor 
bowling rinks reduced 
from eight to four, with 
part of the bowls hall 
used to accommodate 
the library. 

However, the other 
option would leave the 
bowls hall untouched, 
with the library located 
within the main build¬ 
ing. 

Bridgend’s cabinet 
has agreed in principle 
to authorise the redevel¬ 


opment of the 
Recreation Centre, as 
part of its sports and 
physical activity Strate¬ 
gy- 

Officers have been 
given the green light to 
carry out further work, 
to clarify the cost of the 
redevelopment options 
and look for sources of 
funding. 

Consultation with 
users and others would 
also take place before 
any final decision is 
made on which option to 
progress. 

The report says that 
some of the activities 
now taking place at the 
sports hall could be 
transferred to sports 
facilities provided as 
part of the new 
Archbishop McGrath 
RC Comprehensive 
school being built at 
Brackla. 

Squash players would 
be encouraged to use 
alternative council or 
private squash facilities. 

The redevelopment of 
the Recreation Centre 
would affect only the 
dry side facilities. The 
pool would be unaffect¬ 
ed. 

The plan is to gut the 
building back to its steel 
frame and remove all the 
steel cladding. It would 
then be given a whole

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new external finish and 
would look like a new 
building. 

The inside of the cen¬ 
tre would be reconfig¬ 
ured, with the library 
being allocated some of 
the space. 

Plans include a new 
entrance area with a 
gallery where artwork 
could be displayed. The 
view over Newbridge 
Fields would be opened 
up, with a cafe provided 
to take advantage of that. 

The report stated that 
the need to redevelop 
Bridgend Recreation 
Centre was the top prior¬ 
ity within the strategy, as 
there was the potential to 
make significant savings 
of £400,000 a year by 
integrating leisure and 
library services. It would 
become a ‘Wellbeing’ 
centre. 

At present, the leisure 
centre attracts 500,000 
users per year - more 
than any other leisure 
facility in the borough - 
but it also has a subsidy 
from council taxpayers 
of £lm a year. 

The report said that its 
condition is deteriorat¬ 
ing and up to £3m would 
have to be spent on it 


over the next five years. 

The report argues that 
a “do nothing” option is 
not viable. 

It goes on: 
“Expending the invest¬ 
ment on a make-good 
basis will secure the 
facility in the short to 
mid term, but it would 
be predicated on a 1970s 
design and, as such, not 
catering for the aspira¬ 
tions and needs of 
today’s customers.” 

The report states that 
keeping all the current 
facilities on site is not a 
viable option. 

The library provision 
in Bridgend has also 
been investigated. The 
town centre library in 
Wyndham Street is in 
good repair and in an 
excellent location, but it 
is not large enough to 
meet Welsh Public 
Library Standards and 
there are issues with dis¬ 
abled access. 

The reference section 
is in an annexe at Coed 
Park, which is a listed 
building and there are 


issues with the condition 
of the building. 

The report says that 
keeping the status quo 
with library facilities is 
also not viable. 

The best option would 
be to build a new library 
and leisure centre but 
just replacing the 
Recreation Centre alone 
would cost at least 
£12m, which is beyond 
what the council can 
manage. 

Officers feel that 
redeveloping the centre 
is the most realistic 
alternative. 

The report goes on: 
“The current Recreation 
Centre provides a sub¬ 
stantial footprint and 
floor areas which could 
be redesigned to meet 
current need.”

O N Sunday 
January 24, 

I received a 
phone call from a 
member of 
Bethlehem Life 
Church in Cefn 
Cribbwr; the 
church had collect¬ 
ed items of clothing 
to send to Haiti fol¬ 
lowing the earth¬ 
quake and wanted 
to know what I 
intended to do to 
aid the victims. 

The next day I rang 
Neil Davies, the head¬ 
teacher of Myneth 
Cynffig Primary school, 
and suggested we hold a 
concert showcasing our 
excellent primary school 
children’s choirs. Neil 
immediately said yes and 
the idea was born. 

The need for money 
in Haiti is urgent; with 
63 per cent of infrastruc¬ 
ture gone, 1.5 million 
homeless, no means of 
growing, buying or find¬ 
ing food and water 
except through emer¬ 
gency relief. Money is 


needed now. 

The earliest it was felt 
the concert could be held 
was February 5. 

Then it was suggested 
that for some schools, 
travelling to Cefn 
Cribbwr could be a prob¬ 
lem so Pastor Roy Lewis 
at Brackla Tabernacle 
offered a second venue 
for February 4. 

So with nine and 10 
working days to plan and 
organise the two con¬ 
certs, I turned to Lloyd 
Roberts for help. 

Lloyd is a Porthcawl 
comprehensive school 
pupil who went on to 
read law at Nottingham 
University. 

Since graduating, he 
has worked in Japan and 
China and speaks both 
languages. When the 
Chinese Embassy 
announced funding for 
five university places in 
China, Lloyd was an 
obvious candidate.

Court orders a 
couple to repay 
crime earnings 


A LOCAL couple 
recently celebrated 
their 60th wedding 
anniversary in 
style, with family 
members arriving 
en masse at their 
home in Brocastle 
Manor, Bridgend. 

The Diamond 

Wedding of Mr and Mrs 
Horace G Drake of 26, 
Greenfield Way, 

Bridgend, was celebrat¬ 
ed on February 5, when 
they were congratulated 
by the Mayor of 
Bridgend County 
Borough, Coun Jeff 
Tildesley. 

Horace Drake met 
Gwyneth on the village 
green in Aberkenfig. 
They were both just 16. 

They were married 
some years later in 1950 
at Newcastle Church, 
Bridgend, by the Rev 
Thomas James. 

They spent their hon¬ 
eymoon in France. 
Horace worked for the 
GWR at the time, and 
Gwyneth was a nurse. 

At the outbreak of the 
Second World War, 
Horace was called up at 
20 years of age and 
joined the Railways 
Operating Corps of the 
Royal Engineers, and 
served for six years as an 
engine driver in Iraq, 
Iran and Italy, supplying 


troops with tanks, muni¬ 
tions and equipment. 

On demob after the 
end of the war, he 
rejoined the GWR at 
Tondu before moving to 
Plymouth from 1952 to 
1963, and then to Cardiff 
from 1963 until 1984. 

While in Cardiff, 
Horace had the honour 
of driving the Royal 
Train down from 
Paddington to Port 
Talbot on May 12, 1970, 
with the Queen and 
Prince Philip on board. 

She was on her way to 
open the new Basic 
Oxygen Steelmaking 
Plant at Abbey Works, 


and the new Deep Water 
Harbour at Port Talbot. 

Surprisingly, the 
Queen is not allowed to 
travel through the 
Severn Tunnel, so the 
train had to come via 
Gloucester. 

During the war, 
Gwyneth was nursing in 
Mountain Ash General 
Hospital and also in the 
Lady Aberdare 

Maternity Hospital. 

Gwyneth and Horace, 
who are now both in 
their 90s, have a very 
tight-knit family - two 
married sons and one 
married daughter, and 
seven grand-children! 


A MAESTEG cou¬ 
ple who were at the 
centre of a money 
laundering and sup¬ 
ply of drugs case, 
have been ordered 
to pay back thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

Early in 2007, as a 
result of a South Wales 
Police operation in the 
Maesteg and Bridgend 
areas, Diann Lee and 
Matthew Roberts of Cwrt 
Coed Parc, Maesteg, 
were arrested with others 
in relation to offences of 
money laundering and 
conspiracy to supply 
cocaine. 

Both pleaded guilty to 
their charges in 2008. 
Lee was sentenced to 
eight months’ imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for two 
years, with an additional 
order of 200 hours 
unpaid work; and 
Roberts was sentenced to 
14 years’ imprisonment. 

Lollowing a financial 
investigation by the 
regional asset recovery 
team in Wales, Lee and 
Roberts were brought 
back to court in Cardiff 
for a Proceeds of Crime 
Act hearing. 

The court heard that 
the pair had passed more 
than £200,000 through 
their bank accounts and 
had purchased two prop¬ 
erties, now valued at 
more than £500,000. 

Diann Lee’s criminal 
benefit was established 
as £250,000. She was

years. 

Detective Chief 
Inspector Chris Dodd, 
said: 

“The asset recovery 
team in Wales has had a 
significant impact this 
year on career criminals, 
with particular success in 
the South Wales Police 
area. 

“We are determined to 
remove the benefits of 
criminality from those 
that undermine our com¬ 
munities. 

“This case highlights 
once again that the team 
will support South Wales 
Police in their efforts to 
pursue, prosecute and 
deprive drug dealers of 
their assets.” 

The recovered money 
will be used to fund addi¬ 
tional police activity, 
support community proj¬ 
ects and provide addi¬ 
tional funds to the Courts 
Service and Crown 
Prosecution Service.

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Bridgend programme 
claims success in 
tackling child obesity

A PROGRAMME 
designed to tackle 
child obesity is run¬ 
ning successfully in 
Bridgend county 
borough - and 
there is still time to 
book a place on the 
next course. 

A team from the 
Active Young People 
Department (AYPD) at 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) is running the 
programme, called 
MEND (Mind, 

Exercise, Nutrition... 
Do It!), which is based at 
Ynysawdre Swimming 
Pool. 

The programme 
received a boost recently 
when it was praised in 
the journal ‘Obesity’. An 
independent study has 
pointed to its success 
with overweight and 
obese children. 

MEND is currently 
running a programme in 
Ynysawdre swimming 
pool for children aged 
seven - 13. It is the third 
programme to have run 
in the Bridgend area, 
and so far it has helped 
more than 43 local fami¬ 
lies become fitter, 
healthier and happier. 

In the independent 
study, 116 children aged 
between eight and 12 
years took part, and they 
went on a nine-week 
MEND programme, fol¬ 
lowed by 12-weeks of 
free family swimming 
between January 2005 
and January 2007. 

Those who took part 
in the study lost weight, 
lowered their Body 
Mass Index (BMI) and 
waist circumference, 
and improved their self 
esteem and physical 
activity levels. 

Their general health, 
including cardiovascular 
fitness, also improved. 

Jane Thomas, MEND 
programme manager for 
Bridgend said: “This 
new study provides 
rock-solid evidence that 
the MEND programme 
helps children lose 
weight and keep it off, as 
well as improving their 
self-esteem. 

“To have the study 
results published in 
Obesity journal is a clear 
indicator that the MEND 
Programme is working. 

“These research find¬ 
ings prove that teaching 
children how to keep fit 
and eat healthily, as we 
do on the MEND 
Programme, does work 
if done in the right way.” 

She explained how 
the programme works. 
Eirst, a parent or 
guardian needs to check 
on the MEND website, 
to calculate the BMI of 
the child. 

Children above a cer¬ 
tain BMI qualify for the 
course, which lasts 10 
weeks, with two, two- 
hour sessions each 
week. 

The first hour is 
devoted to nutrition 
advice and information, 
while the secnd hour is 
put aside for a variety of 


physical activities. 

However, on the 
MEND programme, a 
parent or guardian has to 
be involved as well. 
They are required to be 
there for the first hour 
and then, while the child 
does something active, 
the second hour is set 
aside for discussion and 
information about the 
issue of being over¬ 
weight. 

Jane Thomas said: 
“The adults might want 
to talk about whether the 
child is being bullied, or 
anything related to 
adopting a more healthy 
lifestyle. 

“One session is a 
visit to Sainsburys, hunt¬ 
ing for healthier foods 
and learning to spot the 
difference between high 
and low-fat foods.

house! 

THE protected 
Great Crested Newt 
is on the move - to 
a secure new habi¬ 
tat in Bridgend 
county borough. 

Special ponds are 
being provided at Sker 
Farm, where the bor¬ 
ough council is teaming 
up with the South Wales 
Amphibian and Reptile 
Group (SWARG), 
Environment Agency 
Wales (EAW) and a 
local contractor. 

“The one-metre deep 
ponds with shallowly 
sloping sides will pro¬ 
vide wildlife with easy 
access to the ponds 
without danger of 
falling in and drown¬ 
ing,” a spokeswoman 
said. 

“The ponds will be 
lined and covered with a 
special material called 
bentonite, and then 
filled with water. As 
amphibians such as the 
Great Crested Newt live 
mainly on land and only 
go to ponds to mate in 
the spring and early 
summer, south-facing 
log and stone habitat 
piles will be constructed 
and covered with turf 
which will also benefit 
other species.” 

Other environmental 
work under way at Sker 
Farm includes hedge 
laying, dry stone 
walling and tree plant¬ 
ing by the council’s 
coastal volunteer war¬ 
dens, funded by the 
Countryside Council for 
Wales.

Chief Superintendent 
Carl Davies, the new 
commander for the cen¬ 
tral division of South 
Wales Police, explained 
that the idea was to iden¬ 
tify which pubs were safe 
and which were causing 
problems. 

Those regarded as safe 
and responsible would be 
designated ‘green light’, 
but those identified as 
‘red light’, would face 


THE closure of 
Caerau Post Office 
has hit residents and 
local businesses, 
although Post Office 
Ltd has said that talks 
were on-going to get a 
branch re-opened in 
the village. 

The post office in 
Caerau Road closed sud¬ 
denly before Christmas, 
but a spokesman insisted 
it was a temporary clo¬ 
sure and they were com¬ 
mitted to providing a 
service in the area. 

They were in discus¬ 
sion with local commu- 


sanctions. Chief Supt 
Davies explained: “If a 
licenced premises is 
‘green’, it is a case of 
‘well done’ and encour¬ 
aging people to frequent 
it, but if it is red then 
action will be taken. 

“We want to see 
responsible licensing 
with professional super¬ 
visors on doors, and a 
determination not to 
serve those who have had 
too much to drink. 

“Bridgend town centre 
is a priority in terms of 
reducing any anti-social 
behaviour. All ages of 
people should be able to 
meet in the town and 


nity representatives and 
businesses to get an 
alternative venue. 

Coun Steve Smith, 
Mayor of Maesteg and a 
borough councillor, said 
it was a busy post office 
which the community 
needed. 

There had been talk of 
moving it to Blaenllynfi 
School, which the 
Caerau Development 
Trust was taking over to 
provide community 
facilities. 

“But I would prefer to 
keep it in Caerau Road 
near the other shops.

Traders in Caerau 
Road said that the clo¬ 
sure has affected their 
businesses, with fewer 
people visiting the street, 
and some have offered 
the use of their premises 
for a post office. 


Borough Council and 
voluntary organisations 
such as Bridgend’s street 
pastors, clamping down 
on drug dealers was also 
a big priority. 

He said that police 
intelligence-gathering 
was leading to more suc¬ 
cess and that anybody 
supplying drugs was 
likely to get caught.

Major redevelopments 
could see library moved

After exploring numerous 
alternatives, the council’s pre¬ 
ferred option to integrate sport¬ 
ing and library facilities has been 
drawn up. 

The main proposals within 
this include: 

• Converting the bowls hall 
into a library. 

• Retaining a four rink bowls 
area within the complex. 

# Putting a mezzanine floor 
into the sports hall with a dance 
hall and gym. 

• Demolishing the squash 
courts and Planet Play. 

# Refurbishing the concert 
hall for current use or an alterna¬ 
tive. 

# Putting in a new reception 


area and entrance with a gallery 
linking it to the bowls hall build¬ 
ing. 

This scheme would improve 
the visual appearance of the 
building, increase the amount of 
fitness and gym facilities to meet 
demand and link the two build¬ 
ings. 

A strong alternative option has 
also been proposed, which would 
also see the demolition of the 
squash courts and Planet Play. 

Under this, the library would 
be located within the main build¬ 
ing, which would mean retaining 
all eight bowls rinks. 

The report says that while the 
preferred option would reduce 
the number of bowls rinks, mem¬ 
bership and usage of the indoor 
bowls centre has fallen over 
recent years and the bowlers 


could be accommodated in a 
smaller and more cost effective 
facility within the complex. 

The cost of the preferred 
option is about £6m, with the 
other option costing about £5m, 
but these figures need to be 
refined. 

The redevelopment has the 
potential to save £400,000 a year 
in running costs because of 
shared staff and buildings. The 
savings would then be reinvested 
into sports and leisure elsewhere 
in the borough. 

The council has to consider 
how to raise the money needed 
and some of this could be gained 
by selling off the town library 
and Coed Parc. There could also 
be some limited borrowing to 
finance the project.

Mathews. 

In 1964, the time 
was ripe for the intro¬ 
duction of comprehen¬ 
sive education and this 
was when Barry Boys’ 
Comprehensive School 
began, and a new era 
opened in the history 
of secondary schooling 
in the town. 

Mr Teifion Phillips 
succeeded Leslie 
Mathews as head in 
1971, and supervised 
the period during 
which the school leav¬ 
ing age was raised 
from 15-years-old to 
16, as well as the 
introduction of mixed 
ability teaching. 
‘Opportunity 
to succeed’ 

Mr Courtney Rice, 
who became head in 
1981, continued the 
modernisation of the 
school, with the intro¬ 
duction of new tech¬ 
nology in the form of 


VCRs and computers, 
and oversaw the tran¬ 
sition from O-Levels 
to GCSEs. 

Mr Mike Griffiths 
then became head in

These all signified 
that the school was 
now a competitor in 
the educational mar¬ 
ket. 

Mr David Swallow 
took up his headship 
in January 1998, hav¬ 
ing previously been 
head of Wellacre 
School in Trafford, 
Manchester.

‘Boys’ from its title to 
reflect the coeduca¬ 
tional sixth form, and 
a new badge and an 
aspirational motto, 
‘Opportunity to 
Succeed’, were intro¬ 


duced. 

It is very appropri¬ 
ate as the school 
enters its 50th year at 
the Port Road site, 
that it has recently 
achieved its best-ever 
GCSE results, with 81 
per cent of pupils 
achieving five or more 
A* - C grades - the 
highest in the locality!

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Freeman and Damon 
are superb in Invictus 


A sk most 

women about 
sport and 
they’ll say it’s sim¬ 
ply an excuse for 
men to go down the 
pub, get worked up 
over nothing, or to 
avoid the joy that is 
Saturday afternoon 
shopping. 

However, ever so 
often, a sporting 
moment transcends its 
origins and is something 
spectacular and unfor¬ 
gettable. One such 
moment was South 
Africa’s victory in the 
1995 World Cup, win¬ 
ning the Webb Ellis 
Trophy mere months 
after Nelson Mandela’s 
election as president 
began the arduous 
process of bringing a 
racially segregated 
country back together 
again. 

It is a story worthy of 
the cinema screen, and 
one that Clint Eastwood 
has brought to life in 
Invictus. 

Morgan Freeman 
plays Mandela, whose 
desire to see his country 
repair itself after 
apartheid manifests 
itself in the hope that 
his country can achieve 
success in the 1995 
rugby World Cup, held 
in South Africa. 

Meeting with team 


points out some of his 
failings as well as prais¬ 
ing him, with Eastwood 
keen to keep the film 
nicely balanced, some¬ 
thing that he is success¬ 
ful at doing. 

The veteran director 
is maturing with age 
superbly, and this film 
maintains the hot streak 
he has been on in the 
last few years. 

Visually, the film 
looks beautiful - the 
South African land¬ 
scapes and townships 
shot with a real eye for 
detail. Eastwood subtly 
impresses upon the 
viewer the racial divide 
present in the country 
without ever being too 
blunt or hamfisted about 
it, although the tone 
does become a touch 
mawkish as the film 
makes its way to the 
conclusion 

He also draws superb 
performances from his 
cast, led superbly by 
both Freeman and Matt 
Damon. The former 
captures the dignity and 
personality of Mandela, 
but gives substance to 
what could so easily 
have become imperson¬ 
ation. 

With a sparkle in his 
eye. Freeman delivers a 
turn that is more than 
worthy of his Academy 
Award nomination and 
his measured nobility is 
a perfect fit for 


captain Francois Pienaar Mandela. 

(Matt Damon), Mandela Damon is given the 
instils in him the belief 
that victory can be more 
than just a panacea for 


the country’s ills, and 
Pienaar attempts to 
ensure the team win the 
hearts and minds of a 
nation... 

In terms of perfect 
casting, there is nobody 
else who has the gravi- 
tas to portray Nelson 
Mandela on the big 
screen other than 
Morgan Freeman; yet 
it’s one thing to say that 
he would be superb, but 
another for him to actu¬ 
ally take the role. 

It is a task, however, 
that Freeman is more 
than up to, and heads up 
a raft of impressive 
turns that makes 
Invictus a moving and 
highly absorbing piece 
of work. 

Adapted from John 
Carlin’s Playing The 
Enemy, it is a film that 
takes an even-handed 
look at the events that 
unfolded in the time 
period, while its snap¬ 
shot nature gives the 
film pace that is unbur¬ 
dened by much in the 
way of back story. 

Certainly, Mandela’s 
life is one that would 
make an excellent film, 
but the story here is one 
that is pivotal to the 
rebirth of South Africa, 
as much about bringing 
a country together as it 
is about Mandela him¬ 
self. 

The film does its best 
to portray Mandela as 
humanly as possible - 


shorter shrift as regards 
character, with Pienaar 
having little in the way 
of drive until the film 
shifts gears into the 
World Cup, but his per¬ 
formance is one of quiet 
conviction and determi¬ 
nation, looking and 
sounding the part and 
delivering a degree of 
emotional heft, as and 
when the script calls for 
it. 

While the film is 
more or less built 
around the two leads, 
the supporting cast all 
fit in place superbly, 
and provide fine support 
for the main actors to 
wield their magic. 

The film isn’t a flaw¬ 
less piece of work by 
any stretch, with the 
story lacking any politi¬ 
cal edge, concentrating 
instead on the build-up 
to the tournament. 

While that isn’t a bad 
thing, you can’t help but 
feel a touch more poli¬ 
tics would have given 
the film a little more 
depth and drama. 

Similarly, the final 
third finds itself in the 
sports movie cliche of 
the underdog over¬ 
achieving, and not even 
a director as masterful 
as Eastwood could 
wring much in the way 
of tension from the 
hugely dull final 
between South Africa 
and New Zealand. 

But ultimately the 
film succeeds in achiev¬ 
ing what it sets out to 
do - to highlight the 


country’s victory had; 
coupled with the excel¬ 
lent turns from Freeman 
and Damon, Invictus is 
a highly-compelling 
piece of work. 

VERDICT - Winning 
performances from 
Morgan Freeman and 
Matt Damon, and anoth¬ 
er directing success for 
the evergreen Clint 
Eastwood, Invictus is a 
film that maintains your 
attention throughout. 

It may lack a degree 
of bite, but the strength 
and power of the story 
sees it through to the 
end. Recommended.

pupils on how to use the 
internet safely. The coun¬ 
cil is also urging parents 
to help change children’s 


Two local shops 
are under threat 


TWO shops in the 
county borough are 
under threat. 

A question mark hangs 
over the future of the 
Ethel Austin stores in 
Bridgend and Maesteg 
since administrators were 
called into the national 
chain on Monday. 

In aU, the company 
has 300 stores and 
employs 2,500 people. 

Administrators have 
put the business up for 
sale and all shops will 
continue trading in the 
meantime. 

It may be a month 
before any decisions are 
taken about store clo¬ 
sures or redundancies. 

Administrators say 
that there have been 
expressions of interest in 
buying the company, 
which is based in 
Liverpool. It was found¬ 
ed by Ethel Austin and 
her husband George in 


1934. 

It is understood that 
the bad weather in 
January severely affected 
the company’s cash flow 
as shoppers stayed at 
home because of snow 
and ice. 

• A second Maesteg 
store may be under 
threat. The Richley 
Stewart store, which is 
located in the former 
Woolworth’s premises, 
has been closed for the 
past two weeks. 

The shop, which sells 
clothing and household 
goods, opened less than a 
year ago, following the 
collapse of Woolworth 
last January. 

Attempts by The GEM 
to contact the company, 
which has a number of 
other stores, have failed. 
The only phone number 
listed for them at their 
HQ in Ellesmere Port 
went unanswered.

Many children report¬ 
ed that they are regularly 
accessing the internet, 
but that can mean chil¬ 
dren risk giving out their 
personal details to 
strangers and there is 
also an increasing risk of 
young people being 
exposed to cyberbully- 
ing. 

Presentations in 
Bridgend’s schools are 
aimed at helping young¬ 
sters understand issues 
such as cyberbullying 
and talking to strangers 
on the internet. 

Coun Alana Davies, 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, 
said: “BCBC recognises 
that cyberspace can be a 
dangerous place for 
youngsters. 

“Sadly, there are peo¬ 
ple out there who are 
using advances in tech¬ 
nology to target young 
people inappropriately. 

“It is up to teachers 
and parents to arm chil¬ 
dren with the knowledge 
of how to stay safe, be 
aware and know who to 
turn to if they want to 
report a problem.”

Bridgend drivers ‘clued 
up’ on new registrations 


CLUED-UP drivers 
in Bridgend indicat¬ 
ed they are well 
informed on motor¬ 
ing issues by cor¬ 
rectly identifying 
the year code that 
will be displayed on 
new cars from 
March 2010. 

In a survey conducted 
by Sinclair Volkswagen, 
nine out of ten people 
knew that this spring’s 
registration will be ‘10’ - 
showing they keep up to 
date with important driv¬ 
ing information. 

However, the survey 
did reveal slightly more 
confusion about the date 
code for cars registered 
from September, with

In 2011, it will be 11 
and 61 and so on.

A REMARKABLE 
exhibition in 

Porthcawl is high¬ 
lighting how people 
who suffer a stroke 
can fight back - in 
this case by becom¬ 
ing accomplished 
artists. 

The exhibition, which 
will run at the Silures 
Gallery, South Road, 
until the end of 
February, was opened by 
First Minister Carwyn 
Jones, AM for Bridgend, 
last Friday (February 5). 

He said that he was 
“humbled” by the talent 
on display, and went on: 
“It was explained to me 
that several exhibitors 
here have had to learn to 
paint with their ‘non¬ 
dominant’ hand - and 
their work is inspiring.” 

He added that the 
treatment of stroke had 
improved in the last 15 
years, saying that in the 
past, care was very 
basic. 

He added: “However, 
so much more can be 
done now.” 

Also there was the 
chairman of the 
Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg University 
Hospital Trust, Win 
Griffiths, Karly Carter of 
the Stroke Association, 
and Chris Franks, learn¬ 
ing manager for the 
WEA, which provides 
art tutors to the Stroke 
Association. 

One of the tutors at 
the local Stroke 
Association Positive 
Action Group - Mrs Ann 
Davies, is a member and 


exhibitor at Silures Art 
Gallery. 

A stroke group 
spokeswoman said: 
“With Mike and 
Thomasin Toohie, our 
art tutors, she has 
arranged an exhibition 
of our art and crafts, for 
one month, beginning 
February 6. 

“Our Positive Action 
for Stroke group was 
opened for taster ses¬ 
sions in April 2004. The 
group formally started in 
September 2004 with 
three years funding from 
the Big Lottery Fund. 

“Thereafter, the group 
has received support in 
the way of grants from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC). We receive 
referrals from speech 
and language therapists, 
occupational therapists 
at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital, as well as 
social workers. 

“In relation to the arts 
and crafts, none of what 
we achieve could be 
done without the support 
of the Workers 
Educational Association. 
Christine Eranks of the 
WEA, in particular, has 
been a tremendous ally 
to the group.” 

The GEM spoke to 
Stephen Morgan, a 
stroke survivor and 
artist, who in 2007 won 
the national Suzie Hulks 
Memorial Art Award. 

He described how he 
had felt in good health 
until he had his stroke, 
but that it had revealed 
circulatory problems 
that meant that he had 


lost a leg. 

His painting, howev¬ 
er, has been an important 
part of his recuperation, 
and he presented the 
Eirst Minister with a 
painting, saying: “I hear 
that Rhodri Morgan has 
left you with nothing but 
bare walls, so please 
accept this to brighten 
up your office.” 

Ralph Gibbs also 
received a commenda¬ 
tion this year, for his art¬ 
work. Phillip Williams 
received a national 
‘Volunteer of the Year 
Award’ in 2008 and the 
group also helped The 
Stroke Association 
achieve and maintain the 
Charter Mark award.

entered his horse The 
Duke. 

A four-year-old chest¬ 
nut colt called 
Coronation, owned by 
Cowbridge’s Mr TH 
Morgan, won the Farm 
Stakes and a silver cup 
presented by Billo 
Griffiths, as well as the 
first prize of £26. 

Who were the jock¬ 
eys? I don’t know - they 
are not on the racecard!

LLANTWIT 
Major-based field 
archer and current 
world champion, 
Mathew Symmonds 
is creating a stir in 
the archery world. 

Despite enjoying a 
highly successful inter¬ 
national career in field 
archery, Mathew has 
never before engaged in 
a quite different disci¬ 
pline - national level tar¬ 
get archery - and is aim¬ 
ing for a place in the 
Commonwealth Games 
team for 2011. 

Mathew has just com¬ 
pleted his first tourna¬ 
ment in the Federation 
Internationale T’ir a 
I’Arc, or International 
Archery Federation, the 
world governing body 
for target archery and the 
Olympic target archery 
tournament. 

The Grand National 
Archery Society Welsh 
Indoor championships 
were recently held at the 
Welsh Institute of Sport 
in Cardiff and it featured 
the FITA 18 round, 
which consists of 60 
arrows shot from a dis¬ 
tance of 18 metres. 

The tournament is the 
premier indoor target 
event in Wales and it fea¬ 
tured more than 120 of 
Wales’ top target archers, 
and Mathew achieved a 
top five finish, a fantastic 
start against experienced 
target archers.

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Wales won’t want 
to trip up again 
as they set sights 
on the penthouse

L ong after passions and memo¬ 
ries fade, the record books will 
simply list another emphatic win 
for England over Wales at Twickenham 
- no matter that the 30-17 score-line on 
Saturday paints a misleading picture of 
a below-par centenary clash that was 
decided more by profligate Welsh 
errors and an act of indiscipline, than 
superior English play per se. 

The withdrawal through injury of British 
Lions, Gethin Jenkins and Matthew Rees, 
had levelled the front row set-piece battle at 
the outset, but although supporters may 
have feared their absence would be fatal to 
Welsh hopes, in fact, scrum-time was thank¬ 
fully not a problem. 

Instead, it was that old Achilles heel, a 
chronically misfiring Welsh line-out, which 
suddenly resurfaced - as new squad mem¬ 
ber, Blues hooker Gareth Williams, though a 
pocket livewire in the loose - repeatedly 
failed to find his unfamiliar jumpers. 

Given these worrying difficulties, the rash 
trip on an opponent by Wales’ main line-out 
jumper Alun Wyn Jones - in full view of the 
referee - was as inexcusable as it was to 
prove costly, for while he was spending his 
10 minutes in the ‘sin bin’, his embattled 14 
team mates were reeling from a 17 points 
blitz - as a lack-lustre England side jubi¬ 
lantly amassed two converted tries and a 
penalty that set them on the road to what 
had seemed an unlikely triumph. 

Ironically, the big Ospreys second row 
underlined what might have been when he 
eventually rejoined the fray and Wales 
launched a belated fight-back, capped by a 
magical try from the gifted James Hook, 
that took them to within three points of 
England’s total, before yet more errors 
finally gifted the game to the clearly-relieved 
men in white. 

Amazingly, in view of Wales’ two decades 
in the rugby wilderness when the red drag¬ 
on was regularly on the receiving end of 
crushing defeats at the hands of St George, 
this 119th fixture had begun with the two 
old foes locked on 53 wins apiece, with 12 
matches drawn. 

England may have finally inched ahead in 
the honour stakes, but the Welsh camp 
know that this really was a huge opportuni¬ 
ty missed against a side that in truth was a 


pale shadow of its illustrious predecessors of 
the 80s and 90s. 

Not only has defeat dashed Triple Crown 
and Grand Slam hopes for another year, at 
a stroke, but more importantly it has upset 
the Welsh camp’s psychological build-up to 
the World Cup 

Little wonder that head coach Warren 
Gatland and sidekick Shaun Edwards were 
grim-faced with anger afterwards and a 
chastened Alun Wyn Jones was left sweating 
on whether his misdemeanour would cost 
him his place against Scotland at the 
Millennium Stadium on Saturday. 

In the event, when the team was unveiled 
on Tuesday, he had been reprieved, and it 
was his second row partner Luke Charteris 
who made way for the versatile Jonathan 
Thomas. 

Blues hooker Gareth Williams is also 
granted a second chance to atone for the 
wayward lineout at Twickenham, with 
Gareth Cooper still holding off the stiff chal¬ 
lenge of Richie Rees at scrum half. 

Leigh Halfpenny has replaced Blues wing 
colleague Tom James in the only other 
change to the starting line-up, but the team 
will be cheered to have the reassuring pres¬ 
ence of Gethin Jenkins on the replacements 
bench. 

Scotland were completely outclassed by 
tournament favourites France in going down 
18-9 at Murrayfield, but will surely present 
tougher opposition at the Millennium 
Stadium, where they have enjoyed a great 
deal of success in the past. 

Both teams know there is still much to 
play for, not least in getting their mental, as 
much as physical preparations, back on 
track. 

Wales will want to end the Six Nations up 
in the penthouse, rather than down in the 
basement! This is a game they can and 
should win but only if they can keep 15 men 
on the field for 80 minutes.
